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A SHORT SERMON.

“ Watch ye, stand fast iu the faith, quit you like men, be strong.” 
I, Cor. 16: 18. 

Four important duties are specified in the text : 

1, “Watch ye.” Some people watch and don’t pray, 
and others pray and don’t watch. The two duties go 
together, We may gain by praying, and then lose by 
not watching. The man who watches must not only 
be awake, but he must bave his eyes open, Some years 
830 a Methodist minister and Quaker, strangers to each 
other, drove up to# New Eagland tavern at the same 
time, and both called for dinner. In a little while the 
hall door was thrown open, and they were notified that 
dinner was ready, There was a genervuus piece of beef- 
steak on the table, sufficient fortwo hungry men. The 
Methodist minister, as his cus‘om was, closed his eyes 
and bowed his head and spent a few moments in in- 
Voking, silently, the Divine blessing. While he was 
Sngaged in this exercise, the Quaker took all the steak 
and put it on his own plate. When the minister open: 
ed his eyes and saw what the Quaker had done he gave 
‘look of astonishment. The Quaker read the minis- 
ter’s feelings in his countenance. After a few moments 
of profound silence, the Quaker said, “Friend, this will 
teach thee to watch as well as pray.” 

We are to watch against loss, We are in danger of 
hing spiritually through the influence of the tempter, 
Who “goes about aga roaring lion, seeking whom he 
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may devour.” We are in danger of losing through 
lack of faith. As faith weakens, unbelief will strength- 
en. We have to keep a good look out, or unbelief will 
gain the mastery over our faith and effect our ruin. 
We are to watch over our temper. Some people are 
very quick-tempered, and are liable to be brought into 
bondage to this unsubdued passion. We have to watch 
constantly, that we may keep the old man of sin in 
subjection, and not allow our passions to gain 
the mastery over us. If we “watsh.ss well as pray,” we 
shall not sustain a loss spiritually, or fail of receiving a 
supply to our daily wants. 
We are to watch for opportan to do gocd, There 
if we are on the 
watch we sball find work e tobe done to keep 
ourselves ccnstantly employed. .Just notice how the 
hackmen watch for passengers on the arrival of a train. 
Not a man or woman escapes their notice. When 
Christians are as anxious to find work as the hackmen 


are (o find passengers, they will mever be unemployed. 


..10 | Daties will arise, one alter another, sufficient in num- 


ber and magnitude to give congtant work to every 
watching and praying soul, Some people eee but little 
to do; they are partially blind, spiritually, and for that 
reason they have but little comfort, and at times no 
religious hope. 

2. We are to be firm. “Stand fast in the faith.” We 
are not to be fickle-minded; not visionary; not re- 
ligious schemers; “not carried ebout by every wind of 
doctrine.” We are to “receive the truth in the love of 
it.” We are to commence a Christian. life, and move 
forward steadily and constantly, . 


3, We are to be carnest wonkers,..Qait you like men.”. 


Be manly, not childish. We are to take hold of our 
religious work in earnest, as though it were of more 
consequence than anything else. We are to act just as 
men do when engaged in lawful business transactions. 
We must “have a mind to work,” and then help build 
up the walls of the spiritual Jerusalem, We are to be 
diligent workers in the Lord's service, 

4, We areto“be strong.” Not weak, not sickly, not 
timid like little children. We are not to depend on 
other people for support, All earthly props are likely 
togive way. Weare to.gain strength by faith in God 
and daily religious labor. It requires strength to per- 
form religious duties successfully. “Be strong.” There 
are heavy crosses to take up. There is solid work to be 
done, and a great deal of it., There are sacrifices to be 
made that can not be made by weak men. God will 
strengthen the weak who trust in him with all the 
heart and render obedience with a “willing mind.” 

“Watch ye, stand fast in the faith, quit you like men, 
be strong.” 


HIS LIFE THE LIGHT OF MEN. 





Among the predictions of the prophet Isaiah, none 
are more grand and striking than those which foretell 
the coming of a Great Deliverer under the figure of a 
Great Light rising upon the nations which should dis- 
pel the darkness cf heathen idolatry and sin. “The 
people that walked in darkness have seen a great light.” 
“The light of the sun shall be sevenfold . . . inthe 
day that the Lord bindeth up the breach of his people.”” 
“T will make my judgments rest as a light of the peo- 
ple.” “Arise, thine, for thy light is come.” “And the 
Gentiles shall come to thy light.” Were these grand 
predictions of the prophet the idle dreams and fond 
fancies of an oppreesed captive whose longing soul was 
filled with memories and traditions of the early days, 
when before the “arm of the Lord” the nations fell, and 
victorious Israel eang with joy, and who vainly expected 
his people to return in triumph to Jerusalem, and to 
establish an independent empire even more glorious 
aad more entengive than that under David and Solomon? 
No doubt ideas such as these were interwoven with his 
lofty visions, but to the prophetic gaze all limitations of 


“times and seasons often seem obliterated ; he sees the

glory that shall be, but not the day or the manner of its 
appearance. He beholds the rising of the Sun of right- , 
eousnees with healing on his wings long before hia light _ 
illumines the nations. The prophet died, and what he 
had foreseen happened so far that Cyrus released the - 
Jews from bondage and permitted them to return sgain | 
to their own land under the leadership of Zerubbabel, — 
and once more to rebuild the temple of the Lord and _ 
worship the God of Israel after the manner préecribed 
by the law of Moses; but the nation never really re-_ 
gained its fuli independence, much less any command- 
ing position, uch as should seem to justify the exalted . 
language of Isaiah. And even amidst the rejoicings — 
over the new temple the old men hid their faces and : 
wept to think how far inferior it was to that which had 
swept away. Time rolled on, and Judea ‘seemed ” 
}sipk lower instead of rising higher; still the nation 
did not lay aside its lofty hopes, but continually trans- 
ferred to the future the fulfillment of the prophet’s . : 
words, and waited, more or less impatiently, the coming . 
of, the mighty Messiah who should place the. feet. of.., 
God’s chosen people on the necks of their vanquished . 
enemies, ' 
This expectation had been fanned to fever heat under. > 
the cruel oppressions of their different masters; and at | 
the tims of the birth of Jesus it needed: but-a spark to. 
fire the religious enthusiasm of the nation to attempt | 
impossible deeds under a God-sent deliverer,. Judge; : 
then, of the indignation of the people whem Christ» 
entered into the synagogue at Capernaum and de- 
clared that that day the prophecy: was fulfilled inw 
himself, the son of a humble mechanic. «They had 
but one fesling—to throw him headlong over the © 
precipice. When, however, at a later: date, he 
entered Jerusalem in kingly state, the people were » 
ready to acknowledge him and to rally round: his : 
standard. But again he disappointed all. ‘their » 
hopes, refused to claim the crown of David;:and » 
bade them pay tribute to the hated Roman tyrants... 
What could they do with one who claimed to be the’/ 
Messiah, and yet, instead of drawing the sword, preach~ « 
éd forgivences of enemies, except reject him and put» 
him todeath? Even his chosen disciples forsook bim 
and fied in fear and despair, for we must not forget. ‘ 
that throughout Cnrist’s life the apostles expected to be 
the governors of Israel under Christ as an earthly king. ' 
He was lifted up on the cross,and from that hour, as: : 
he himself had predicted, he has drawn all men unto - 
him, The apostles—these self-seeking, timorous dis- » 
ciples—suddenly became self-forgetting and fearless of 
councils, bonds, or death, for they declared that they » 
had seen the risen Lord, and knew and felt that he was 
their leader always by their side. Then it was. that 
they perceived thateven the grandest prophecies of 
Isaiah fell far short of the actual facts,and that they. : 
sought in vain for words powerful enongh to express 
their reverence and love for Jesus of Nazareth, the 
Crucified One—nay, rather, the One risen from the 
dead. Eighteen hundredand fifty years have rolled by | 
since the death on the cross, and the kingdom of Christ » 
in its fall grandeur is only just beginning to be estab- 
lished over the world. The light of the San of Chrie- 
tianity has yet to become “seventy times sevenfold” 
what it is at present. It is true that much has been’ ° 
acoomplished since tbe days of the Csosars, but how far 
as yet is the world, or even the most enlightened spot » 
of it, from having attained unto the full measure of the © 
stature of Christ, or, in the words of the Rev. J. H. . 
Thom, “place the human soul where you will, Jesus— 
the Way, the Truth,and the Life—is still beyond it, s. 
way not trod, a truth not fathomed, a life not lived, and 
we are no more nearer to any exhaustion of the riches « 
that are in Obrist than we are to. having scaled the 
heavens when we reach a mountain top.” Verily,'we § 
exclaim with Milton; 
“vied daa teieasptito the Son of God.” 
F —Christian Life, 
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the miraculous. Under the Reformation cf Luther 
and Oalvin the Bible settled into a peace of interpreta- 
tion not met in former periods. It was the peace of a 
new adaptation. 

Once more has this great Book entered a “new era,” 
and must suffer the disturbance incidental to a 

CHANGE OF SKY AND OF FRIENDS. 
Whether the climate be more severe or lees mild, it 
offers a change of condition and involves unrest for the 
longings of the past or better future. 

One peculiarity of the present situation is in the vol- 
umes that now surround the Bible, unknown to the 
past sges. Books have sprung up from independent 
sources, Astronomy has come from a study of the 
sky, geology from a study of the earth, and chemistry 
from experiments with the crucible; and coming from 


their own peculiar origin, they have not always seemed: 


to harmonise with the entire Old Testament, nor with 
past works written upon these topics by the permiseion 
of religious interpreters. 

Even two hundred years ago, when a digest of Bible 
teaching was compiled, no rival geology had come to 
disturb the idea that “God made all things out of noth- 
ing in the space of six days,” and so the assembly 
affirmed. Nothing had been learned from fossil ani- 
mals and trees to intimate that our earth had been 
occupied by animals and birds for perhaps a million 
years before man made his appearance. Therefore the 
Weatminster Assembly readily and cheerfully offered 
its little world history to the adults of that day and the 


CHILDREN OF THE COMING AGES, 


In that day the Bible was the only line of thought to 
which politics, chemistry, and geology conformed 
themselves. The Bible was the mother, and all other 
books were little children about her feet. There was 
also a despotism of teachers which awed the common 
mind into perfect subjection to the current religious 
dogma, As the state was despotic, so were the church, 
and pulpit, and fireside an absolute despotism. What 
was submission in the children became faith and repose 
in after years. The common people, not aware of the 
mental despotism surrounding them, willingly lived in 
spiritual servitude. To be aware of despotism belongs 
only to the last days of such bondage, As the sleeper 
is notaware of his mysterious state, and can not say, “I 
am enjoying a blessed sleep,” but can realize that he 
has been asleep after awaking, so the human race can 
not realize its darkness an credulity while sleeping in 
awful oblivion. Through such

the Bible paseed along, enjoying a peace of universal 
languor, slamber, and delusion. If any mind dared to 
depart from the lines of faith marked out, the “eternal 
tormente” of the pulpit, the rack of the inquisition, 
and the sword of the king intervened to “stop the 
heresy.” 

In the light of past history our Bible lies open in a 
“new era,’ and must be read with new light falling upon 
its pages, 

The fall of state, family, and pulpit despotism has left 
men strangely free to inquire and reflect, and to reject 
or accept. Along with this have come great leaders in 
new paths of thought. 

Within the past year a great representative of a 
modern science has passed into the deep unseen. 
Obarles Darwin did not originate the theory of the vast 
age of the human race, but so elaborated and adorned 
it that the doctrine took hie name. Mr. Darwin’s 
grandfather made the following statement almost a 
hundred" years ago: 


“Would it be too bold to imagine that in the great length 
of time since the earth began to exist, perhaps; millions of 
ages before the commencement of the history of mankind 
—would it be too .bold to imagine that all warm blooded 
animals have risen from one living filament which the 
great First Cause endued with animal:y, with the power of 
acquiring new parts, attended with new propensities di- 
rected by irritations, sensations, volutions, and. associe- 
tiong, and thus possessing the faculty of continuing to im- 
Prove by its own inherent activity, and delivering down 
these improvements by generation to its posterity world 
without end ?’-- Scientific American, 


With such an ancestor to start from, 
THE DARWINIAN THEORY 


reached back a hundred years, and forms a part of the 
new intellectual surroundings of our Bible. This hy- 


pothesis does not disturb the cardinal teachings of the 
criptures, but makes it necessary for some new inter- 


pretations, and therefore forms a part of the new situa- 
tion of Obristian tenets. 

The geology and cosmogony of the times are only 
specimens of a general change or advance in all the 
forms of human thought. While God is found laying 
out the deep foundations of religion and Christianity, 
man is seen marking all the material with hammer 
and chisel. 

To find which is divine and which is human, involves 
& great struggle, and the battle is fully upon us to-day. 
In Scotland it rages around Robertson Smith. On the 
Pacific coast the conflict has been quite warm around 
& woman called eight years ago to teach a Bible-class of 
six, that soon arose to seven hundred. She so spiritual- 
ized the stories of Lot and Jonah, and made the Old 
Testament look so reasonable and fy! of moral lessons, 
that she fell a victim to the charge of being an infidel. 
While her life was amazing for its Christ-likeness, her 
opinions were not in harmony with past generations ; 
so the life-long church ties had to be severed. ~ The 
same may be said of Prof. Swing and Dr. Thomas, of 
Chicago, and Henry Ward Beecher, of Brooklyn. 

These personal incidents indicate the universal jis- 
turbance of the world over the pages of our sacred 
Book. Local incidents are not important in them- 
selves; but the meeting and firing of military pickets 
in the woods, the sudden onset and retreat of skirmish- 
ers,are not even recorded in the history of nations; 
they declare, however, that back of these are nations at 
war, and that the greater days of battle and ruin and 
victory is yet tocome. So in this theological drama 
the trial of 

"A PROFESSOR IN SCOTLAND, 


and a Sunday-school teacher six thousand miles west- 
ward, and the expulsion of an amiable Christian divine 
in Dlinois,and the voluotary withdrawal of a world- 
renowned minister of the East, is butan advance of a 
skirmish line that was formed in the beginning of this 
century, and are indications of a great battle that ie to 
follow. This war is spiritual, and nothing will be slain 
or wounded but the opinions of men. It is a war full 
of pleasantries. If the Bible has drifted into an era of 
infidels, as some think, it has one compensation in the 
fact that ithas moved away from fagot and rack, and 
has come into an era of more Christ-likeness than it 
found when Calvin and Cromwell were fighting the 
wars of the Old and New Testaments. How strange 
that the world should move away from “orthodoxy” 
and cruelty at the same time! 

Tha friendship that has sprung up in the present 
century so pervades the confines of religion that what was 
once a cause for torment or death, is now only a ques: 
tion of debate or church dismissal—and even then the 
heretic may find a home in the heart and affections of 
many in the church from which he was expelled. 
When a particular church expells a member for heresy, 
but confesses his Christian character, it indicates that 
the sweetness of the age is fully equal to its bitterness— 


AN EQUATION NOT ‘PRESENTED 


by any of the former dates in church history. To meet 
the situation caused by such great changes in public 
information and mental power, the leaders of “theolo- 
gy” are gathering up the most general truths of their 
voluminous creeds, and are ‘pilSsing in silence the 
dogmas which the new era has thrown into a shadow of 
doubt. There isa deep under-current of rationalism 
flowing through the pulpit and aisle of the “orthodox” 
werld, making a general silence on’ things very talk- 


-ative in former times. But there is one department of 


Obristianity that can not have too much said upon it. 
The close adherence to a Christ-like life can not be 
given too deep attention. Over the vaiue of an upright 
character there is 

NO DIFFBRENCE OF OPINION, 
Here Darwin and Mill and Spencer agree with those 
who preach the Word; and partly on accountof this 
universal consent the pulpit is preaching. righteous- 
ness With a unanimity and power never before equaled. 
It will prove a great blessing to the church that she has 
enough enemies in thesworld:todrive her from her 
points of doubt to her points of certainty—from the 
inculcation of dogmas to, the inculcation of righteous: 
ness. As great trials will bring out the hidden virtues 
of individuals, so the attacks upon Christianity will 
compel the church to find the doctrines of most power 
and the long neglected path of usefulness.

The gifted brain will be 
relieved from the task of preaching upon one doctrine 
a hundred ora thousand times. It isthe awful re- 
iteration of the pulpit which deadens the brain and 
heart of so many preachers. We hope to see, in many 
respects, the doctrines taught inthe name of Christ 
become more reasonable, and pulpit themes so in- 
creased in numbers that the Christian statesman and 
the Obristian minister shall not be very far apart. The 
moral lesscns of the Bible will shine forth from its 
pages, and Christ will be seen asa resurrection and a 
life when man comes to his grave, and also a prince in 
earthly philosophy, an inspiration of the alate, and of 
society, and of the isolated home, and of the heart, in 
their labors and sympathies and hopes.:

BE THOROUGH. 


The brayeat man of his time in Jerusalem stood up 
in the temple gateway, on a public occasion, and deliv- 
ered a very short but a very searching sermon. It was 
® model of plain, pungent preaching. He did not utter 
any message evolved from his own brain; he gave them 
God’s message. It ran on this wise: “All ye people of 
Judah, if ye will thoroughly amend your ways and 
your doings, then will I cause you to dwell in this place, 
in the land that I gave to your fathers.” The moral 
condition of the people had become deplorable, The 
command tothem is—thorough reform of character 
and conduct. A rich promise is made to them if 
they obdy; if they remain wedded to their sins, their 
temple and their homes would be left to them desolate. 
Jeremiah’s pithy address to his countrymen is a capital 
text for our times. Wherever the churches are follow- 
ing the “Week of Prayer” with special religious services 
for the conversion of souls pastors can not go amiss in 
using it. President Finney, in the days of his greatest 
power, used to take such passages as this and drive 
them like a plow-beam deep through the consciences of 
his auditors. So be broke up the faliow-ground and 
got it ready for the seed Of the gospel. He believed in 
thorough work, in a thorough exposure of the wicked- 
ness of human hearts, in a thorough conviction of sin, in 
a thorough reformation of character under the mighty 
workings of the renewing Holy Spirit. 

. The fatal mistake of many people is that they seck 
for a cheap religion. Some preachers and teachers, in 
their desire to recommend the glorious freeness of the 
gospel and the simplicity of faith, hold out the idea that 
it is the “easiest thing in the world to become a Chris- 
tian.” They hold up very attractively summer-religion 
which is all clear weather and sunshine, and Ohristianity 
as a sort of close covered carriage, in which one can 
ride for nothing and be safely landed, without toomany 
jolts, at the gateway of heaven. Very little allowance 
is made by these rose-water teachera for the stubborn 
depravity of the human heart, for the tremendous power 
of the adversary, and for the poisonous atmosphere 
tirough which one must fight his way to the “prize of 
the high calling.” 

Grand old Samuel Rutherford, in his nervous, inci- 
sive way, says:,“Many people only play with Christianity, 
and take Obrist for almost nothing. I pray you tomake 
your soul sure of salvation, and make the seeking of 
heaven your daily work. If ye never had asick night 
and a pained soul for sin, ye bave not lighted upon 
Christ, Look to the right marks; if ye love him better 
than the world, and would quit all the world for him, 
then that proveth that the work issound.” Probably no 
writer has ever combined the richest, sweetest ecstasies of 
devotion with a more pungent exhibition of the plainest 
rules of every-day morality. 

The first step toward a genuine abiding Christian 
character is repentance of sin, John the Baptist made 
this the key-note of his ministry, which was a prepara- 
tory work for the Messiah, just at thedoor. Jesus him- 
self struck the same note. Matthew tells us that “from 
that time Jesus began to preach, and to say, Repent!” 
When the Apostle Peter delivered that Pentecostal dis- 
course which pricked into three thousand hearts, and 
they cried out: “What shall we do ?” his prompt answer 
was: “Repent!” There is a logical necessity in this; for 
no man can cleave to his sins and lay hold of Ohrist 
with the same hand. No man can turn to the Lord 
until he has turned his back upon his evil practices and 
is williog to thoroughly amend his ways and his doings. 
Our beloved Brother Moody, indeed, once declared that 
he had had far more success when he has preached 
Christ’s goodness than when he has preached upon re- 


pentance; and this reveals the only weak point we have | people 


ever discovered in the methods of this most popular and 
powerful preacher of the Word. 

An immediate and temporary “success” may be gained 
by inducing a person to rise up and declare th .t he be- 
lieves in 60 lovable a being as Christ Jesus, and yet that 
same person may soon drift back under the dominion 
of the sins which he had never iatelligently abandoned. 
Wedoubt whether any person ever lays thorough hold 
on the Savior until he feels the need of one who can save 
him from his sins. Certainly, no one in that death-trap 
of a hotel in Milwaukee even dreamed of fiying to the 
fire-escapes until he wasaroused to the dangers from the 
crackling flames. Why should any man betake him- 
self to a Savior, if he does not realize that he needs 
one, and that there is an abominable and deadly evil 
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in his own heart and life, that he must be saved from ? | 

When David's eyes had been opened to behold the 
loathsome depravity of his own conduct, he asks for no 
compromise, but cries:.“‘Wash me thoroughly from my 
iniquity.”. He was ready to be thrown, like a filthy 
garmentinto the caustic alkalies, to be rubbed and mauled 
and beaten until the black spots were cleansed from the 
fabric. Such an abhorrence of sin it is the office of the 
Holy Spirit to produce; therefore should we pray for 
the Spirit. Such a view of his guilt it is the office of 
the minister to bring before every unconverted man; 
therefore, should the minister hold up the exceeding 
sinfulness of sin, The clearer the view of sin the more 
thorough is likely to be the repentance, “Ye must be 
born again,” said the Master to his anxious inquirer, 
Nicodemus. But the new birth or regeneration is the 
production of a new frinciple in us, which is antagonistic 
to sin as well as obedient to God. 

The only evidence of repentance is thorough reforma- 
tion. This takes hold both upon character and conduct; 
character as what we are and conduct as what we do, 
This amendment must be thorough and go to the roots, 
or it will be as evanescent as the morning dew. The 
shallow “conversions” that are so often trumpeted as 
the result of shallow, sensational preaching, end in very 
shallow and short-lived religion, That dark and dismal 
fount head of the heart is not purified by the Spirit, 
and pretty soon the foul streams begin to trickle out 
again into the daily conduct. Bad habits are not pulled 
up. Thesharp practices are soon resumed in business 
transactions or the young man soon drifts back into bis 
convivial haunts; the unconquered bad temper begins to 
take fire and explode again; the covetous spirit gets 
hold again with a fresh grip; in short, the new emotion 
passes away; butit does not leave a new man. Ubrist 
has no hand in such conversions. They are a delusion; 
often an unmeasured curse. When Jesus is presented 
and pressed upon a sinner’s acceptance, he must be pre- 
sented as not only infinitely beautiful, tender, compas- 
sionate, and lovable, bu: as soirtinitely holy that his eyes 
flash flame through everything wrong. 

One thought more, Genuine conversion demands 
thorough amendment of conduct, and no exception 
must be made for what we call little sins. It is not 
every one who is sunx,like the “City of Brussels,” 
by one tremendous hole stoven through in an 
instant; small leaks, left unstopped, are equally fatal. 
Maclaren well says that “the worst and most fatal 
are often those emall continuous vices which root 
underneath and honeycomb the soul. Many q man, 
who thinks himself a Obristian, is in more danger 
from the daily commission, for example, of small pieces 
of sharp practice in his business than ever King David 
was at his worst. White ants pick a carcass clean sooner 
than a lion will.” 

There is a transcendent promise that accompanies 
such thorough amendment of character and life. “I 
will let you dwell in this place.” This bespeaks 
peace and permanence under the benignant smile of 
God. This means roomto root and to grow. A soul 
that is rooted into Obrist will thrive like a tree planted 
by the rivers of water; the leaves shall never wither, 
and death will be only a transplanting into glory.— 
Theodore L, Cuyler, D. D., in Independent.

Among all the devout 
people at Pentecost, Peter excepted none from the 
command to repent and be baptized when he said,

we. could not answer, one.of a thousand. 
HOW THE SINNER JUSTIFIES HIMBELF. 
The self-righteous man says, “I am good; I am pure.” 
Let the Bible be read and let him answer...Let him 
say: The Scriptures. say how.can man be just with 
God,.but I am just. He beholds.the moon and it 
shineth not, but I shine. The stars are not pure in his 
sight, how much less man! but-I-am pure.’ He put no 
trust in his servants, but he can trust me, His angels 
he charged with folly, but I am ‘wise. God is of purer 
eyes than to behold evil, but he delightsin me, He 
can not look upcn iniquity, but he is pleased with me. 
Tn his sight no man living is justified, but he will justify 
me, All have come short of God, but Iam good.. The 
Scriptures teach that no law could be given that would 
give life, but I have found one—it is the law.of self- 
approval, of self-righteousness, of self-love: The sinner 
appoints himself judge and advocate, and declares him- 
self justified, independent of Obrist and his religion, 
and in defiance of God and his commandments. 
‘Contrary to this view, the very best of the Jews and 
Gentiles had to’become Christians, Nathaniel, Corne- 
liu, devout men and devout women believed in Jesus 
Christ, confessed him to be the.Son.of God, and were 
baptized unto hia religion. ‘The children of Abraham 
were told to bring forth fruite meet for repentance 
(Matt.3), Nicodemus was halted at the threshold for 
the new birth. The piouseunuch could not be baptized 
till he confessed that Jeaus is the Son of God. As it is 
written (Acta 8; 86-89): “And as they went on their 
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way they came unto a certain water: and the eunuch | thing seems to take the form of a prelude, cold and 


said, See, here is water; what doth hinder me to be 
baptized? And Philip said, If thou believest with all 
thine heart, thou mayest. And he answered and said, 
I believe that Jesua Christ is the Son of God. And he 
commanded the chariot to stand still: and they went 
down both into‘ the water, both Philip and the eunuch; 
and he baptized him. And wher they were come up 
out of the water the Spirit of the Lord caught away 
Philip, that the eunuch saw him no more: and he went 
on his way rejoicing.” 

Cornelius must be baptized with water as well as the 
Holy Ghost, for so reads the apostolic command: “To 
him give all the prophets witmess, that through his 
name whosoever believeth in him shall receive remis- 
sion of sins. While Peter yet spake these words, the 
Holy Ghost fell on all them which heard the word. 
And they of the circumcision which believed were 
astonished, as many as came with Peter, because. that 
on the Gentiles also.was poured out the gift of the Holy 
Ghost. For they heard them speak with tongues, and 
magnify God. Thenanswered Peter, Can any man for- 
bid water, that theseshould not be baptized, which have 
received the Holy Ghost as well as we? And he com- 
manded them to be baptized in the name of tlie Lord. 
Then prayed they him to tarry certain days,” 

And all must continue in the apostle’s doctrine. Why 
this great changein religion? It is God’s command at 
the beginning when hespake at the baptism of his Son, 
as it is written: “And Jesus, when he was baptized, 
went up straightway out of the water: and, lo, the heav- 
ens were opened unto him, and he saw the spirit of God 
descending like a dove, and lighting upon him: and, lo, 
a voice from heaven, saying, This is my beloved Son, in 
whom I am well pleased.” Matt. 3: 16, 

And so he commanded us to preach. Hear the royal 
proclamation: “Ali power is given unto me—go ye into 
all the world; preach the gospel to every creature; bap- 
tize them in the name of the Father, Son, and Holy 
Ghost. He that believeth and is baptized shall be saved; 
lo, 1am with you to the end of the world.” These are 
‘things in-religion peculiar to the Christian. No one 
‘was commanded to be baptized in the Old Testament, 
or to confess Christ. Christ came asa new power in 
religion. It may bein all ages a “stumbling-block to 
the Jews, and to the Greeks foolishness, but to them 
that are saved it is the power of God and the wisdom 
of God.” [ 

These three things Christians do above what is done 
by the moralist, the philosopher, or the Jew: 

‘1, He believes in the Lord Jesus Uhrist. Jesus said: 
“Let not your heart be troubled: ye believe in God, be- 
lieve also in me.” 

2. He confesses that Jesns is the Christ, the Son of 
God. “For with the heart man believeth unto right- 
eousness, and with the mouth confession is made unto 
salvation.” Rom. 10: 10. 

8, Heis baptized in‘the name of Jesus Christ. “He 
that believeth and is baptized shall be saved, but he that 
believeth not shall be damned.” Mark 16: 16, 

That is, after repent'ng and believing in God, he be- 
lieves also in Christ (John 14: 1), with the heart makes 
confession unto salvation, and obeys that command- 
ment so. peculiar to the Christian religion. And I 
freely say that, however good a man may be, he is not 
s Christian till he does believe in, and is willing to con- 
fess and obey, Jesus Ohrist. He must believe in Christ 
as God’s appointed Savior; confess before men, if possi- 
ble, and obey Jesus to the best of his knowledge 
ability.

MUSIC: ITS USE AND ABUSE IN RELIGIOUS 

; SERVICES, 

This is the beading of an article in the Heraup or 
Gosrz. Lisgrty of January 11,1883, . The suthor, in 
speaking of the two systems that have obtained a place 
in the church—that is, choir and congregational sing- 
ing,—says the first may be a great power for good, and 
offers some suggestions. Admitting that a choir. was 
made up of all members of the church, and just as he 
suggests it should. be, 1 ask, In what way would it be » 
great power to the church to have a few of the mem- 
bers seated to themselves in some particular part of 
the house—isolated to themselves? What for? That 
they may have a great power for good in doing the 
singing for the church? For as soon as # choir, is 
organized the corgregational singing is broken up. 


And what is the result? To a spiritual person every- 


formal, no life, no energy, but a dead, formal church, 
doing but little for the Master. 

My brother admits that it may be a hindrance to the 
church that can not well be overestimated, but says he 
has no desire to abolish choir singing—and, at. the 
same time, thinks choir singing, as a rule, harmful. He 
says generally the one half of the singers are not mem- 
bers of the church, and have but little interest more 
than to exhibit their powers as vocalists and their abiliiy 
to read music. 

I have a desire to abolish choir singing. and will give 
my reasons. In the first place we want all of God’s 
people in the house to have the same rights and priv- 
ileges, and a choir many times prohibits this, For in- 
stance, we have a good old brother or sister in the 
church who have been true to it through all of ite vicis- 
situdes, ups and downs, and they love to praise God by 
singing. Bat we must have a choir. Is this 
old brother or sister admitted into the choir? 
Oh, no! They do not understand the present 
manner of singing. Here is the difference. This good 
sister and brother are singing praises to God with the 
spirit and understanding, and God accepts of it, On 
the other hand, as a rule, as my brother says, they sing 
to be heard and show their skill in carrying on all parts 
of the music, The praise part is left out entirely, as a 
rule, and you will notice in many instances they use 
sheet music, and only the choir have it, I ask, How in 
the name of common sense can the congregation sing 
if they wish to? And, asa rule, a good, spiritual con- 
gregation does not want to join in the singing of many 
pieces that the choir select—opera music set to some 
words that would seem, at first sight, to be unobjection- 
able, but on a more earefal examination you will see it 
is done to confound the world and the church. The 
world is holding out her band in many ways and 
asking the church to jin her, and the church has 
reached so far already that she has lost her influence 
and power for good, to a certain extent. 

Let each congregation have a leader in singing, and 
let him stand in front of the congregation—by the 
organ if they have one,—and when all is ready let him 
lead. Have several books in every pew, and in this way 
we will have good singing, and nearly all in the house 
will sing. J.B. WELKER.

With his permission 1 have a few more questions to 
ask on this word, because I wish to understand it 
clearly, and if it can be made clear Bro.

In his reply he speaks about “simply eis” and “eis 
alone.” This is not the question, but the question is, 
What does ¢#s mean as used in the New Testament? He 
assumes that I believe eis has only one meaning. Allow 
me to say I have not taken any such position, neither 


doI know any lexicographer, or any scholar, except |: 


Bro. Summerbell, who does take eucha position, hence he 
may in his next save himself the trouble of showing that 
eis may have other meanings thaninto, His work isto 
show that it never means into but always unio, 

In his last he kindly translated in full a number 
of passages not asked for, but for’ some reason, un- 
known to me, failed to translate the ones I asked him 
to translate, 

Let us examine a passage or twoas he would trans- 
late them, Matt, 4: 18,“And Jesue......caw two breth- 
ren......casting a net unto the sea.” He says in this 
case “unto” and not “into” is the proper translation. 
Worcester tells us “unto” means “to;” then they cast the 
net, not into the sea, but just unto (to) the sea. 

Now I am not very well acquainted with the ancient 
custom with regard to fishing, but I know at the present 
time, especially on the Canadian side of the lakes, if a 
man desires to catch fish with anet he always casts the net 
into and not unto (to) the sea; and I am somewhat of the 
opinion that whatever changes may have taken place in 
the customs of men since these words were spoken, 
the custom of fish has not so changed that while 
they now live in the sea they then lived by the side 
of it, and could be caught by casting the net unto (to) 
the sea, Will the brother explain how they caught 
fish with a net without casting the net into the sea? 
If we were to examine the other cases using his “unto” 
instead of “into,” they would become equally absurd. 

He endeavors to make « point in John 20: 8-8, Let 
usexamine. He leaves us to infer that he approves of 
the translation of the authorized version, and in the third 
verse we have erkonto cis translated “come to.” Perhaps 
he would prefer “come unto;” gnd in verse six eiseltheu 
eis,“entered into.” The difference, therefore, between 
“come unto” inverse three and “entered in” in verse 
tix is the difference between erbonto eis (the Greek 
word used in verse three) and eiseltheu-eis (the words 
used in verse six), 

You will observe that the eis that follows each of these 
verbs is the same in both cases, hence being common 
We may, in finding the difference between them, omit 
both. This gives us erkonto and eiselthew, and the differ- 
ence between erkonto and eiseltheu is the difference between 
“come to” and “entered into.” 

I will now for the sake of simplicity use both verbs in 
the same tense; that will giv e us erkomai and ‘eiserkomas, 
Then the difference between erkomai and eiserkomai 
is the difference between come to and entered into, 
Now what is the difference between the two Greek 
Verbs? It is simply that eiserkomai has eis before it and 
erkomat has not, therefore the difference between “come 
to” and “come into” is efs, Just a question or two on 
this point, I here appeal to him not asa theologian but 
88 a scholar:

THE BIBLE. 


The Bible has slways had great influence on man- 
kind because it is more full of divine and human truth 
than other books; because no other book brings us so 
near to God; no other so arouses the conscience, appeala 
to the great sentiment of duty, lifts us from sense to 
scul, awakens faith in things unseen and eternal. And 
no other book so touches all the chords of human ex- 
perience, creates such sympathy with man in his joys 
and sorrows, and sweeps the keys of the great organ of 
humanity from harmony to harmony. How the Psalms 
of David abolish the interval of three thousand years, 
and speak to our hearts to day! We walk by the side 
of the shepherd-boy on the hills of Bethlehem, and say 
with him, “The Lord is my shepherd, I shall not want.” 
When we feel oppressed by the sense of our own folly 
and sin we say, “Create in me a clean heart, O God, and 
renew a right spirit within me; a broken and a contrite 
heart, O Lord, thou wilt not despise.” When we con- 
template the majestic providence of the Almighty we 
say, “The Lord is good to all and his tender mercies are 
over all his works. Thou openest thy hand and satis- 
fieth the desire of every living thing.” “Like asa father 
pitieth his children, so the Lord pitieth them that fear 
him. For he knoweth our frame; he remembereth we 
are dust,” 

We try to fortify the Bible with our theories of verbal 

‘infallibility, or we try to overthrew its authority by our 

minute criticisms and sharp sarcasm, So have I seen 
little children playing in a brook and trying todam up 
the stream with sticks and stones, or to deepen its 
channel that it may flow more easily. The Bible, an 
ever flowing stream, sweeps On through the ages, not 
needing our help nor caring for our hostility, So long 
as it meets the needs of man in his sad or glad earthly 
life—so long as it convinces the reason, rouges the con- 
science, and touches the heart—so long it is planted on 
a rock against which the gates of hell will not’ prevail. 
Those who hold to the theory that every part of the 
Bible is plenarily inspired treat it practically just as 
those do who reject that belief. They do not go for edi- 
fication to the Book of Chronicles or the Book of Levit- 
icus, but.to the Psalms, the prophets, and the four gos- 
pele, They select the parts which auit their need, they 
take the food which their hunger requires, 

Truth, in the Jong run, carries with it its own author- 
ity. There is something about it which produces con- 
viction, We believe it,not because of outward evidence 
or argumeni, but because we see it to be true, Error is 
like the chaff,and husk which afford no nutriment; 
truth is the bread which strengthens man’s heart. Itis 





a well of pure water. welling up into everlasting life. 
Error may be brilliant, persuasive, and for a time pop- 
ular, but its fashion passes away.. But we never tire of 
truth, however old it may be; it seems ever fresh. and 
ever young. Does the Lord’s Prayer ever weary us? 
When are we tired of the Ssrmon on the Mount? The 
more often that we read the words of Jesus the more 
we find of depth and substance in them. Whenever 
we come to those familiar words they ecem suddenly to 
become Iuminous with 's new meaning never seen in 
them before. We say, “I never understood this till 
now.” Ihave myself been a student of the New Testa- 
ment for many years, but I always open it with a feel- 
ing of expectation, looking for something new in it, 
something which I have not seen before. 

The letter kills, and kills in various ways. It kills 
faith in Christ and Ohristianity by making these respon- 
sible for everything in the Old and New Testament 
which is oppoeed to human conscience and human rea- 
son; and still worse, it-kills our faith-inGod. Dwelling 
on the letter is looking at the things seen and temporal, 
and keeps us from looking at those which are unseen 
and eternal. The scribes who opposed Jesus were lit- 
eralists, The Greek word translated scribe (gramma- 
teus) signifies “a man of the letter.” Such men are al- 
ways narrow, hard, bigoted, shut up in theological dis- 
tinctions and formulas, cold and dead to that divine 
spirit which breathes where it will. Such were the men 
who opposed the broad reason of Paul with their tra- 
ditional verbiage. They clung to the words of the Old 
Testament, and denied ita generous spirit. So they lost 
their faith in the everlasting Father of man, the divine 
Friend who loves all his children, and saw only in the 


‘Scriptare the Jewish Jehovah, the God of their own 


nation, their own temple, their own worship. Toin- 
sist on words and forms ia to blind one’s eelf to the spirit 
which alone gives words and forms their value. 

There are two unhappy tendencies of our day which 
the Bible alone seems competent to check and conquer, 
One is agnosticism, and the othersecularism. The first 
only knows what is seen and temporal, and professes 
itself to know nothing of the things unseen and eter- 
nal. It only knows phenomena, not the realities be- 
hind phenomena. To this theory everything isin a 
state of change, and nothing stable, Al! things revolve 
in acircle, they come and go, rise and fall, and lead 
nowhere. The other tendency is secularism, which en- 
deavors to shut out the world of spirit, and shut us into 
one of time and sense. It only knows the now and the 
here, the pleasures of the moment, the satisfactions of 
time and sense. 

But the spirit of ttie Bible is pervaded with the sense 
of eternal reality. Beneath all the forms of time it 
shows us forever the everlasting order, the changeless 
unity, the substance below all phenomena, the perfect 
wisdom which out of all partial evil deduces universal 
good. It brings God near to man, and mien near to 
each other, and lifts the soul to nobler worlds of faith 
and love. It appeals to man’s higher nature; to that 
great power within us all, which can make of men mar- 
tyrs for the truth, prophets of a better day, patriots 
ready to die for their land, champions of freedom for 
the oppressed. It always appeals to man’s higher na- 
ture; to his generosity, his sense of right, his devotion 
to truth, his love of goodness, It rouses the immortal 
faculties, and shows how those who have faith in eternal — 
things do not and can not die. It is because it doesall 
this that the Bible lives, and will forever live;as the 
guide, comfort, and help of man. For man in.'all his 
conditions clings to that which is best, and the heediess 
world has never lost “one accent of the Holy Ghost.”—

They are with us becauze it is possible for them to be 
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so without being disturbed or interfered with. They 
have little interest-in any matter outside their own 
congregation. In any great struggle for divine truth 
and human rights, but little is to be expected from this 
element, Selfishness is in it, and where selfishness is, 
Christ is not. 

2. The sentimental class may be placed second. These 
are among us without any particular reason only that 
some circumstance has landed them here. They are 
good people, and are interested in religion simply as a 
sentiment. They could find “a home” in any church, 
and would not hesitate to subscribe to any creed or 
confegsion. They know nothing about such questions, 
and care nothing about them. These are not pioneers 
or reformers. The day that tries men’s souls never 
finds them in the front rank, They are men of peace, 
and believe in the “spirit of Ohrist,” which they inter- 
pret to be cowardice and submission at any cost. To 
that spirit which drinks the cup of conflict and accepts 
the baptism of suffering they are strangers. A pioneer 
movement hae but little use for this class. It is too 
much concerned about “getting to heaven” to be of any 
particular earthly use. 

8. A third class is the man of the Bible. He takes 
the Bible for his guide, and he knows what it teaches. 
There is no guess-work or uncertainty about his relig- 
ion. He goes to the fountain head and takes nothing 
but the genuine. He can give the “thus saith the 
Lord” for all he thinks. or believes or does. This class 
take peculiar pride in showing that the Bible is a creed 
quite as narrow as any made by the hand of man. The 
Bible, they claim, contains not only a creed, but a ritual 
and a system of church government quite as definite 
as that of any of the modern ecclesiasticiems. In the 
Bible they find a rule for every case in human experi- 
ence, and a law governing every transaction in the 
church and out of it. They are nota little provoked at 
the irreverence of the rest of mankind for failing to 
see the Bible as it is, These men are self-deceived, 
They are so wrapped in their own opinions that they 
are not able to see that they have any opinions at all. 
They would make good Dunkards, or Disciples, or Old 
School Baptists; but when it comes to work into a 
brotherhood that proposes to receive all whom Obrist 
receives, they fit in badly. They have too much knowl- 
edge and not enough cbharity—too much of the letter 
that killeth, and not enough of the spirit that giveth 
life. 

4, A fourth is the surrender or orthodox class. They 
are weary of controversy. They want no more fighting, 
unless it is against our own folks. They want to say no 
word that shall be opposed to any one, except it be our 
own brethren. They do not want any one to see such 
books as those written by Kinkade, Stone, Purviance, 
Millard, Badger, or Summerbell, They think all such 
books have an evil tendency and should be discouraged. 
They want no Sanday-school literature of our own. 
They can get their Sunday-school supplies from the 
sects and be certain that they are orthodox! This class 
is not numerous, but it is impertinent and assuming. 
Most of the preachers have their trunks packed for 
some sectarian camp, their only question being to find 
a suitable landing. Two or three of this class have gone 
within the past few years, and others appear to be about 
ready to follow—the sooner the better. In no way can 
our people add to their strength so rapidly as by getting 
rid of men who do not believe in our cause. ; 

5. There is a fifth class yet to speak of, and that class 
comprises the great body of our people. Of these 
we have better things to say. They are planted first of 
all upon the prophets and apostles, Christ Jesus being 
the chief corner-stone. While they propose a Christian 
charity that shall be broad and deep as the love of the 
blessed Jesus they are “liberal” in nothing and propose 
no compromise in anything. They hold that the unity 
of the church and the fellowship of all Cbristians— 
the headship of Jesus Christ—is fundamental in the 
gospel system, and that whatever is opposed to this con- 
dition is at war with Christ. That the unity of the chil- 
dren of God is in the spirit-life and fellowship of love 
that is in Christ Jesus, and not in « unity of opinion 
upon questions in speculative theology or uniformity of 
opinions and practices in ordinances, They oppose as 
unwarranted and as untrue all doctrines and all polities 
the logic of which is found to be in conflict with those 
truths which they hold to be fandamental. These take 
the Bible as their only rule of faith and practice, each 
reading it for himeelf and each understanding it for 
himself, and each granting to his brother all the rights 
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aad privileges he claims for himself. One is their 
Master, even Obhrist, and all they are brethren, 
They are not asking for a “recognition” by the 
sects nor that they may be granted an humble “corner” 
in which they may be suffered to abide. On the con 
trary, they boldly affirm that the whole sect-system ig 
wrong and wholly wrong—an abnormal thing that de. 
serves to perish, a fungus growth that needs to be utter. 
ly rooted out that the 'rue church of Jesus Obrist, that 
is normal and free, may grow and flourish. Thos 
belonging to this class are necessarily aggreesive. They 
have a mission and a work, and to that work and to that 
mission they propose to devote their lives and their 
labors. 





IGNORANT WORSHIP. 


Paul, in his address at Mar'’s Hill, speaks of God 
whom, he told the Athenians, they ignorantly worship. 
ed, and that “God winked at,” or, as in the new version, 
“God overlooked,” that time of ignorance, but that then 
he commanded all men everywhere to repent. The 
knowledge or view that an individual or people have of 
God has a vast power in molding their moral and spir. 
itual life. In those who have low and sensual views of 
him will be found low morals and a sensual life, and 
excellent morals and a virtuous life in those who be. 
hold God as high and holy. The worshiper’s heart is 
modeled after his God, and his life is the revelation of 
his heart, Hence it ie of the most supreme importance 
that we truly know Gcd, that we do not ignorantly 
worship, for surely God has a character, a perfect char: 





acter, and, although our views of him, if ever so incor. § 


rect, do not change him or his love to us, they do effect 
us in heart and life, and consequently in regard to hap- 
piness and hope also. Paul understood this, and saw 
that the grossness of the Athenian worship would more 
and more debase the people, and his spirit was stirred 
within him. 

Understanding thie great truth, let us look around 
and take a few observations. Oace people were taught 
that God was their Father—their infinite, all-loving 
Father; that he was love; that he so loved the world 
that he gave his Son, our great pre-existent Elder Broth- 
er, to teach us by his words and works, by his life and 
death, his resurrection and ascension again to heaven, 
that God was love, and that he cared for us and would 
forever. They were also taught that they were chil: 
dren of God, that in themselves was the image of God 
—the kingdom of heaven—a germ sueceptible to the 
quickenings of the spirit, and of being born again into 
a new life—a life of love, a life with God and his Son 
Jesus. They were taught that unless born again into 
this new life they could not enter the kingdom of heav- 
en, could not have eternal life; that is, could not know 
God and Christ as their natures needed for perfection of 
growth and happiness, but by entering into this life and 
continuing therein, God, by Jesus working in them sod 
by them, would also make all things work for their 
good, both foy time and eternity. Then they who re 
ceived the word loved one another, and loved all men, 
even their enemies, Love was the mark by which 
they were known, for they believed in and worshiped 
a God of love, Neither did they attempt to extend the 
gospel only by words and works of love. 

But there came a change. People were taught that 
God was a tri-personality ; that Jesus was the very God 
and a literal man; that this God decreed from before 
the foundation of the world just the number and whom 
he should save and whom he would damn, and that, too, 
irrespective of character. Hence, too, he ordained just 
what character each human being should bear before 
he gave him an existence. That, in accordance to his 
sovereign will, our first parents sinned, and brought 
death and depravity upon the whole human family. 
That to save some God alao instituted a acheme or plan 
of ealvation, entered into by the Father with the 520, 
the Father requiring of the Son that his literal blood 
should be shed as a propitiation. This view of God hes 
been held by large numbers and for a long time, 
though it is nowhere taught in the Bible. « It also pr 
duced its resulta, Where it has prevailed there bas 
been persecution, torture, bloodshed, and cruel death 
And is it much surprising that they who sincerely be 
lieve that God is such # character should also believe it 
their duty to enforce and extend their faith by fire and 
sword? This view, also, either in its entire or modified 
form, has been held by the church so universally and 8 
tenaciously that it has come down even to this day: 
Some believing it wholly true, others that it is largely 
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so. Some also consider it largely false, nm still others| others 
that it is mostly so. But very few indeed are so liberat- 
ed as to consider it wholly a mirage, and are seeking 
only for the ancient faith. 

Let us then not greatly wonder that sin so much 
abounds; that there is so much selfishness and worldly 
scheming; 80 much corruption in high places, and le. 
galized crime; so much intolerance in the ministry 
and churches; and so much imbecility in appreciating 
and working out needed reforms. God, however, has 
not changed. He has winked at this long time of ig- 
norance, and in his great love is still commanding all 
men everywhere to repent and enter upon the new life 
of love, that they may know him and have eternal life.

COLONIAL RELICS. 

The oldest houee of worship in the United States, 
now standing, is the brick structure in Isle of Wight 
County, Virginia, known as“Old Ben’s.” The best au- 
thority I have seen says it was built by the Church of 
England, in 1630, It was a well-made house. The 
main part is about 30 by 60 feet on the ground and 20 
feet high. The walls are built of English brick, and 
are well supported from the outside by shallow but- 
treases extending to the top. A sharp, pitched roof, 
with arched openings for the doors and windews, gives 
it a gothic appearance. The front door opens intoa 
vestibule, about 10 feet. square, whose walls are carried 
up to form a tower. From this tower a bell was acous- 
tomed to “toll the knell of parting day,” and on each 
returning Sabbath morning, to remind the laborer that 
God’s boon of sacred rest was his again toenjoy. Ex- 
tending up from the top of this tower, perhaps 10 feet, 
an iron rod supports a flag, which is of sheet-iron. 
This flag is ornamented-around the edges with crowns, 
spear-like forms, and other forms aot so easily deter- 
mined, The half dozen bullet-holes through it remind 
you that the soldiers, during the late war, were en- 
camped on the hill just across the ravine, 

Light was admitted to the vestibule through two ellip 
tic holes, one in each of the side wails. These holes 
remind you of port-holes in the sides of a vessel, and 
suggest to you the idea of defense, 

Entering the audience-room from the vestibule, you 
pass under a few hanging timbers which were part of 
the gallery. A door opened from this gallery back 
into a square room over the vestibule, This may have 
been a library or thé rector’s study. The audience- 
room hasbeen so ‘completely robbed of its farniture 
and even its finish that you see nothing but the ground 
beneath: you, the naked brick walls around yo 
the'old moes-covered roof above you. So it is diftic 
to jddge What its arrargement formerly wad and wh 
were the detigns it presented.

cupied their usual place—the east end of the room— 
and that the arched perforations in the wall back of

It isa real pity that this. old church should be so neg- 
lected and left to.go down.in decay. I have often 
wished that it stood in a community where sufficient 
interest would be taken in it to fit it up, that from this 
Jerusalem the law and the word of the Lord might 
again go forth to jadge and to comfort the people. Dur- 
ing two fall centuries and a half it has stood, and is a 
true witness that they who laid the foundations of 
American institutions were in God’s house, as they 
were in his Spirit on the Lord’s day.

5: 43, 44 
contrasts the sentiment of the human heart with the 
sentiment of Christianity. The human heart seys, 
“Love thy neighbor and hate thine enemy.” “But I” 
(Christ) “say unto you, Love your enemy; bless them 
that ourse you; do good to them that hate you; and 
pray for them which despitefully usq you.” Where 
do we find this doctrine, except in the Bible? The 
human heart seems to be averse to these statements of 
Cbrist. Read farther'on in the same chapter, and eee 
the difference between the publicans who followed the 
sentiments of the human heart and thoee who followed 
the sentiments of Obristianity. 

How can we worship the God of the Bible if we have 
no Bible? With the Bible we see God in the solar 
system, in the earth, in the beings of the earth, and in 
the inhabitants of the sea. Without the Bible we would 


worship the sun, moon, and stars, as did the ancient
